The cost of the whole outfit, it is ar- 
gued, will be comparatively low, the 
space occupied also will be small, and 
tho expense of maintenance of the ma- 
chinery will be materially reduced as 
compared with that of the currently 
used installations aboard ship. Tho 
drawback to the whole thing, however, 
is that the system will not work, or rath- 
er that it will not work in a commer- 
cially satisfactory way. — Caesier's Maga- 
zine.

To transact the business of th«* rail- 
ways there were required hist year the 
services of iW.lJfi locomotives, of which 
t*,b4R were employed in passenger service, 
17, 359 iu freight service and 0,7^9 in yurd 
service nnd in service not specified. To 
perform the passenger traffic of this grout 
country last year 2B.H70 cars were cm- 
ployetl, and the freight service of the 
country gave employment to 900,96b; 
while 136,901 cars were reqnirtd in the 
service of tlie railways themselves. 

Putting these figures in a more con- 
crete and definite form, tlie locomotives 
of the railways of the United States, if 
marshaled, with tht ir tenders, into a sin- 
gle line would make a train So? miles 
long. With tho passenger cars rejiorted 
owned last year wo might make a train 
that would reuch from Bo.- ton to within 
l.*» miles of Philadelphia. 

lint tho most wonderful fignros are 
brought out by a similar arrangement 
of cars in freight service. Placing these 
cars together in a continuous train, it 
seems almost inc.v'dihle that this train 
would be 7,028 miles long, bnt so the 
figures make it appear, and allowing 
tho distance from Boston to San Fran- 
cisco to bo 3,000 miles onr train of 
freigl.* cart would roach from Boston to 
San Francisco, from San Francisco buck 
to Boston and from Boston again as far 
west as Chicago. What tonnage they 
would move at a single load I leuve yon 
to conceive if yon can.

Mining In Alaakn. 

Borne destitute Alaskan miners who 
were recently landed in Ban Francisco 
by a United States revenue steamship 
brought a dismal account of the gold 
fields of the Yukon country. They do 
not dispute the claim that mineral wealth 
exists there, but say that a great part of 
it lies under impenot.rablo mountains of 
ice. Moreover, the high cost of living 
renders the prospects of the average 
miner extremely dubious. Inclement 
weather, too, limits the mining season to 
81 months each year. “Mining in Alas- 
ka,” said one of the prospectors, “is dif- 
ferent from mining in any other region I 
ever heard of. In prospecting for claims 
yon first have to dig up from six inches 
to three feet of moss, aud beneath that is 
a mass of ice of questionable depth which 
has to be thawed before yon strike bed- 
rock. 1 have seen men thaw out 80 feet 
of ice aud then not get anything.” He 
admitted, however, tkat occasionally the 
gold seeker "struck it rich." — San Fran- 
cisco Letter.
